1. This memorandum suggests action on your part. Such re- 
quested action is contained in paragraph four. 

2. Mrs. William W. Shoaf of Arlington, Virginia, sent you 
a letter on 27 June i 960 in which she described overhearing an 
unidentified young lady mention this Agency and that she was be- 
ing sent to Africa. 

3. With the cooperation of the Africa Division, this Office 
has screened all female employees scheduled for tours in Africa. 
We were unable to develop any leads which would indicate that any 
of these employees were in that store on the day of the incident 
described. 

4. It is recommended that you sign the attached letter to 
Mrs. Shoaf.
